1 . Your client, Michael Feeney, agrees to admit guilt and enter a plea of gixilty to Count I 
of the attached Information, a copy of which is attached hereto, in violation of Title 2 1 U.S.C. § 846, 
Your client understands that pursuant to 21 U.S.C. § 846, Conspiracy to Distribute and Possess With 
Intent to Distabute Methamphetamine in an amount of more than 500 grams but less than one 
kilogram of a substance containing a mixture and substance containing a detectable amount of 
methamphetamiae, the charge carries a penalty of 10 years to hfe, a fine of up to,$4,000,000 and five 
years of supervised release. In addition, your client agrees to pay a special assessrr ent of $100 per 
felony cokviction to the Clerk of the United States District Court for the District of Columbia prior 
to the date of sentencing. Your client further understands that your client wiil be sentenced 
according to 1 8 U.S.C. §§ 3553(a) and 3553(c) through (f), upon, consideration of tl|e United States 
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Sentencing Guidelines Manual ("Sentencing Guidelines''}, which will apply tq determine your 
client's guidehne range. Your client forther understands that pursuant to 18 U.^-C § 3571 and 
Section 5EL2 of the Sentencing Guidelines, the Court may also impose a fine that is sufficient to 
pay the federal government the costs of any imprisonment, term of supervised release, and period 
of probation. Further, your client understands that if your client has two or more convictions for a 
crime of violence or felony drug offense, your client may be subject to the substantially higher 
guideline penalties provided for in the career offender statutes and provisions of the Sentencing 
Guidelines. It is the government's understanding that your cUent is eligible for 
provision of 18 US,C §3553(f).

2. Your client agrees and will acknowledge at the time of the plea of guilty to the criminal 
charge stated above that, pursuant to Section 1BL3 of the Sentencirig Guidelines, your client is 
accountable for drug amounts as follows: at least 500 grams of a mixture and substance containing 
methamphetamine, and less than one (1) kilogram of a mixture and substance containing 
methamphetamine. Such amount represents not just the amounts that the defendant possessed 
himself, but instead it represents the founts which were foreseeable to him during the participation 
in the conspiracy with which he is charged, 

3. The Government agrees that it will not seek any increases in your client's base offense 
level otiier than those which are agreed to by your client in this paragraph. The Government further 
agrees that it will not seek an upward departure fiom the otherwise applicable guidehne range 
established by the Sentencing Guidelines. Your client understands and acknowledges that the terms 
of this paragraph apply only to conduct that occurred prior to the execution of I this agreement. 
Should your client conmiit any conduct after the date of this agreement that would form the basis

Your client understands and agrees 
that the United States does not waive its position as to your clients dangerousness or risk of flight 
should the government afford your chent the opportunity to^be released for a lim ted time period 
solely for the purpose of engaging in investigative activity under the direction of law enforcement 
authorities and the Government, Your client also agrees that any violation of youi' client's release 
conditions, any misconduct by your client, or any inability or failure on the part of your client to 
continue your chent's cooperation with Government shall result in the Goyeniment filing an ex parte 
motion with the Court requesting that a bench warrant be issued for your client's arrest and that your

The commission of a criminal offense during the period of your client's cooperation or at any 
time prior to sentencing will constitute a breach of this plea agreement and will relieve the 
Government of all of its obligations under this agreement, including but not limited to its obUgation 
to file a departure motion pursuant to Section 5K1 .

§ 3553(e). However, your client acknowledges and agrees that such a breach of this: agreement will 
not entitle your client to withdraw your client's plea of guilty or relieve your (chent of his/her 
obligations under this agreement.

17. This Office will inform the Departure Guideline Committee of the United States 
Attorney's Office for the District of Columbia about the nature and extent pf your client's 
cooperation. 

18. If the Departure Guideline Committee of the United States Attomeyls Office for the 
District of Columbia, after evaluating the full nature and extent of your clienf s cooperation, 
determines that your client has provided substantial assistance, then this Office wil file a departure 
motion pursuant to Section 5K1.1 of the Sentencing Guidelines in order to afford your client an 
opportunity to persuade the Court that your client should be sentenced to a lesser period of 
incarceration and/or fine than indicated by the Sentencing Guidelines: However, notwithstanding 
a determination by the Departure Guideline Committee of the United States Attorney's Office for the 
District of Columbia that your client has provided substantial assistance, in the event your client

Your client agrees 
not to seek any decreases in your chent' s base offense level other than those which are agreed to by 
thb Government in this paragraph. Your client further agrees not to seek a downward departure for 
any reason, other that those set forth in this paragraph, frpm the otherwise apphcable:guide line range 
established by the Sentencing Guidelines, The government understands that your client will not 
violate this plea agreement by arguing for a downward adjustment based on a mirror role, and for 
his considerable health problems. The government reserves its right to oppose these requests at the 
time of sentencing. Your client understands and acknowledges that the position of the Government 
with respect to your chent' s base offense levels like any other recornmendation made by the United 
States Attomeys Office at the time of sentencing, is not binding on the Probation Office or the 
Court, neither of which are parties to this agreement. Your cUent understands and aclmowledges that 
the failure of the Court to sentence your chent in accordance with the terms of this paragraph shall 
not be grounds for your client to withdraw his/her plea of guilty in this case. 

22. After die entry of your chent's plea of guilty to the offense(s) identifiM in paragraph 
number one above, your client will not be charged with any non-violent criminal offense in violation 
of Federal or District of Columbia law which was cornmitted within the District of C<>lumbiaby your 
chent prior to the execution of this agreement and about which the United States Attorney's Office 
for the District of Columbia was made aware by your client prior to the execution of this, agreement. 
However, the United States expressly reserves its right to prosecute your chent for any crime of 
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violence, as defined in 1 8 U.S.C § 16 and/or 22 D:C: Code § 4501, if in fact your ql lent committed 
or commits such a crime of violence prior to or after the execution of this agreement. 

23. The United States agrees, subj ect to the reservations in the remainder of this paragraph, 
that so long as your client does not move to withdraw your client's plea of guilty and is in full 
compliance with each and every provision of, this agreement, the United States will not use against 
your client, directly or indirectly, in any criminal or in any civil proceeding, any of the information 
or materials provided to the United States by your chent during the course of your clidnt's 
cooperation pursuant to this agreement or during the course of any debriefing conducted in 
anticipatioii of this agreement. However, the United States expressly reserves its light to use self- 
incriminating information provided by your chent at the sentencing in this case, if such use has 
otherwise been reserved in this agreement. Moreover, the United States also expressly reserves its 
right to use against your client in any criminal or civil proceeding, directly or indirectly , any 
information and materials provided by your client, during the course of your client's cooperation.

The facts contained herem are not complete in all details. Instead they are provided in order 
to demonstrate that the elements of the charged offense have been met for purposes of a plea in this 
case. These are not all of the facts known to the defendant, MICHAEL FEENEY, aad to the 
Government, 



Beginning in 1 999 and 2000, MICHAEL FEENEY began coming to the Dis trict 
from suburban Virginia for the purpose of buying methamphetamine for his personal 
Mook, among others. La 2003 > FEENEY resumed his involvement in the 
subculture.

In 2004, FEENEY traveled to Atlanta, Georgia, a source city for metham]3hetamine^ in the 
hopes of obtaining methamphetamine from a source known to Stephanie Dawsonl On that trip, on 
which Dawson took FEENEY, Dawson was able to buy eight (8) ounces of iheth from Herman 
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Bauer. Also in approximately 2003, FEENEY drove Justin Moore and Alex Wick to New York 
"where Moore and Wick purchased approximately eight (8) ounces meth from a source named Dfean 
Muxdock. In both the trip to Atlanta and the trip to New York, FEENEY knew that the trip's 
purpose was to acquire methamphetamine for resale, and he willingly participated in each trip. In 
2004, FEENEY sold small half gram to a gram quantities to a police informant i:i controlled buys 
on two occasions. One time, he sold out of LOUNSBURY's house on M Street. Another time, he 
sold out of his vehicle just a few blocks away from LOUNSBURY's house, though both sales were 



in the District of Columbia. On numerous other occasions he sold small amounts tc 



Between 2003 and 2005, FEENEY left the conspiracy for several months a time and did not 
sell of possess methamphetamine during those periods. 



Therefore the total amount of methamphetarmne that FEENEY possessed 
resale was at least 500 grams but not more than one (1) kilogram of a mixtur 
containing methamphetamine. Although not all of this amount was personally 
FEENEY, it was foreseeable to FEENEY that this amount was possessed by 
conspiracy.
